This Register in January, 1921, will be definitely closed to all who cannot 
produce evidence that they have, either been mainly or solely employed in 
teaching for at least three academic years in schools recognized by the Council, 
or have undergone successfully a course of training in the principles and methods 
of teaching, accompanied by actual experience in the practice of teaching under 


supervision.
